Memorial Bay Trip to FRISCO 


Memorial day is the time of our regular spring trip to scenic southern 
Utah and the desert of Beaver County (Sat-Mon, May 27-29). This has become 
a club tradition as we seem to find more tokens and treasure in the old ghost 
town of Frisco than any other area we have dug in. We will be leaving at 
8:45 Saturday from the parking lot of the Redwood Multipurpose Center 
(3100 So. Redwood Rad.), and should arrive in the ghost town 15 miles to the 
west of Milford about 5 hours later. IMPORTANT: _this will be the first and 
only outing this year where the club will provide goodies for a chuckwagon 
dinner, which will be held Saturday night. See below for details. 


Special ([hyekwagon Pinner 


Due to the generosity of the N.U.T.S. Club treasury, we are having a 
special chuckwagon dinner at Frisco on Saturday, May 27, at 8:45 p.m. located wherever 
the club has been able to find a camping place. The club will provide the soft drinks 
(and some suds if there is any demand), and some type of main course, such as a 
heaping pot full of chili and/or some good meat to fry over the fire. As the club can not 
afford everything, this is also going to be a pot luck dinner. We want everyone to bring 
one item that they can share with the rest of the families, such as hot dogs, dessert, 
green punch, etc. We will need someone to supply a large pot and some cooking 
utensils. IMPORTANT: if you plan to attend, call Bob Campbell at All About Coins 
(467-8636) to let us know that you will be attending and what you will be bringing, so 
we will know how much food to get, and so we will not have 20 people with leftover 
green punch. We will have more details at the club meeting. 


Trisco, Utah 


Frisco is one of the best known and important mining camps in Utah. The 
discovery of the Horn Silver mine on Sept 27, 1875 was one of the main factors in opening up 
southern Utah to settlement, as it resulted in the railroad being extended south from Utah county to 
Milford and Frisco. The town was a one mine camp, but it was a fabulously rich mine, paying 
$5,250,000 in dividends in the first ten years. It was also one of the wildest towns in the state of 
Utah. It is reported that Sheriff Pearson, the fastest gun in southern Utah, killed as many as 6 men in 
just one night, and was so busy that the town had to hire a man to make the rounds of the saloons in 
the mornings to haul away the dead men. Two men shot each other over fifty cents in a Faro game. A 
man from Colorado made the mistake of publicly insulting the men of Frisco. Despite the fact that his 
killing was witnessed by a large crowd, the inquest was unable to find one person who knew who 
done the dirty deed. The town grew to over 4,000 people and boomed for ten years. Water cost five 
cents a bucket and eventually went up to twenty cents. There were twenty five saloons and several 
opium dens, as well as the usual houses of both good and ill repute. The mine produced until, on 
February 17, 1885, when a chunk of rock over 700 feet thick broke off from above and fell down 
between the walls of the mine to the 800 foot level. The mine and the town never really recovered 
from the cave-in and just limped along until the 1930s, when the Horn Silver mine finally closed. By 
1960 the town had been abandoned and was well on its way back to desert, with the buildings at the 
Horn Silver mine (2 miles west of town) being the only ones to still survive.

REVERSE DIE LISTING 


This listing covers the various reverse dies used on the 
“Brunswick” tokens. The dies have been assigned to five 
categories designated by letter(s) which refer to the 
issuing firm: 

B Brunswick & Company 
EB E. Brunswick Billiard Table Co. 
BB J.M. Brunswick & Balke Co. 
C H.W. Collender Co. 
BBC Brunswick Balke Collender Co. 


Within each of these major categories, we have further 
segregated the dies by type, based on substantial dif- 


ferences in the dies, with a further breakdown by var- 
iety to indicate minor, but readily apparent, differences. 
Thus, B-1, B-2 and B-3 are used to designate the three 
known types issued by Brunswick & Company, while 
B-2a, b, c, etc. indicate varieties of the B-2 token. We 
have found that some types, particularly in the BBC 
category, have a large number of varieties; consequently, 
we have not attempted to catalog those varieties where 
the variations are of little significance and not readily 
apparent. We have, however, made note of the number 
of variations found in particular varieties in most 
instances.
